How To Combine Proteins 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The important subject of food combinations 
one which merits the attention of both the 
sick and the well In preparing the meal, or in 
selecting .a meal at a restaurant, it is necessary 
to combine the different foods, so that they will 
be correct from the standpoint of physiological 
chemistry, that is, that mix- 
tures agreeing with each 
other be used. 

It must be understood that 
it is not what we eat indis- 
criminately that supplies our 
bodies, but what we digest 
and assimilate and convert 
into tissue. Even though the 
most wholesome food is used, 
so long as it is improperly 
mixed with other foods that 
there is a constant battle go- 
foodstuffs, the 
body wil) be unable to extract the nourish- 
ment it requires, at least, not without a great 
expenditure and waste of energy. In the hu- 
man digestive apparatus, foods must be con- 
sidered from the standpoint of proper agree- 
ment during the chemical digestion occurring in 
the digestive tract. 

The most practical plan is to use one strongly 
nourishing food at a meal, in combination with 
other foods which combine well, are more easily 
digested, and fill up in an adequate manner. 
The two most important kinds of foods, and 
those which are the “most nourishing,” are the 
proteins and the starches, and it seems not 
advisable to use both of these at the same meal. 
Possibly the simplest manner in which to set 
forth the best way of using these foods is to 
discuss each one separately from the point of 
view of its combination with other foods. 

I will first give you the rule for combining 
protein foods. Meat is the principal protein food 
and is probably needed by the body more than 
any other foodstuff. It is digested in the human 
much the same way as it is in the carnivorous 
animal. No changes take place in meat while 
it is in the mouth other than that it is broken 
up into smaller particles. Meat can be digested 
just as easily in the stomach in large pieces as 
though it were finely masticated. The digestion 
of meat begins in the stomach, and is alrnost 
entirely a chemical process, the meat being 
liquefied by the chemical action of the gastric 
juice upon it. Thus liquefied, it is easily assim- 
ilated 

The digestive juice of the stomach is of an 
acid nature, and the digestive element in the 
gastric juice can act only in this acid medium 
If starch mixed with meat at a meal, on 
account of its requiring an alkaline medium, it 
will delay digestion of the protein. Carnivorous 
animals, living entirely upon flesh, do not add 
starchy foods to the meat diet. In their natural 
state, they devour their prey whole and in this 
way, by eating the bones and vita] organs, get 
many of the food minerals. When man eats 
meat, however, he discards certain parts of the 
animal, but finds an even more valuable sub- 
stitute by using large quantities of the non-

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 
On this date in 1898, Sir Casimir 


Gzowski died at Toronto. He was 
the son of Stanislaus, Count 
Gzowski, a Polish officer in the 
Imperial Russian Guard, and at 


an early age entered the army as 
an engineer. But in 1830 he wa 
one of the leaders of the rising 
which freed Poland. He was 
wounded, ca red, menaced with 
death but escaped with a sentence 
of exile, because of his father's 
service to the Czars 

He made his way to New York 
and then to Pittsburg where he 
learned English and was admitted 
to practice as an attorney. But 
life in the United States did not 
suit him and he decided try 
his fortune in Canada. Arriving 
at Kingston, in 1841. just after the 
union of the provinces, he was in 
luck, for Lord Sydenham was 
Governor General, and when 
young had been a clerk in his 
father's mercantile office in St 
Petersburg and had been often a 
guest at the Gzowski mansion 

The Governor at once realized

| sweeping changes in the federal re- 


serve system. They vest unprece- 
dented authority over the ebb and 
flow of credit in revamped federal 
reserve board and open market 
committee. } 
The principal credit provisions of 


| the new law: 


An open market committee com- 


prising the seven members of a re- 


organized federal reserve board and 


five representatives of the 12 re- 
serve banks has mandatory author- 
ity over the buying and selling of 
government securities by the banks 

The reserve board may double 
existing reserve requirements of 
seven, 10 and 13 per cent which 
must be maintained against de- 
posits; it may alter rediscount rates. 

The banks may lend on collateral
